Cash Income Increases 


Cash income from the five commod- 


ities was reported to have incroHfcd 
from 51,365,000,000 in 1932' to $2,593,- 
060,000 in 1935, while the cash Income 
from all other farm products increased 
from 53,012,000,000 to $4,307,000,000. 


The report said that the annual cash 


income from all farm production in- 
creased from 54.377.000,000 in 1932 to 
56,900.000,000 in 1935. Rental and bene- 
fit payments accounted for nearly 25 
per cent of tho increases. The remain- 
der was attributed to increase in mar- 
ket prices.

duty of surveying public needs, de- 
bating as to which arc absolutely vital 
—and the legislature is then charged 
with the duty of finding the revenue 
to meet those public needs. 


Now then, it is Mr. Nyhcrg's pro- 


posal that, after all this debate and due 
process of law within the legislative 
halls we shall repeat the whole pro- 
cess before the people themselves with 
a direct referendum on every tax act 
of the legislature. 


How much actual debate is given to 


the people on a direct referendum? 


So little, as a matter of fact, that 


Ihe Trainers of our government specif- 
ically parsed up the people and lodged 
lax authority with the people's repre- 
sentatives.

of Uj? siatc's credit. Thcsa are two 
entirely different things. 


We believe all bond issues should be 


referred to the people because a bond 
issue is a debt running' over a period 
of years—a debt which once incurred 
can not be revoked without default 
and dishonor. And so 
the 
people 


should be consulted before proceeding 
with mat which is irrevocable. The 
state on this score is like a private 
company which, before giving a mort- 
gage for some improvement, general- 
ly consults not only its directors but 
its stockholders as well. 


But to refer each and cvei-y current 


tax Jaw to the people would be like 
telling the managers of a private com- 
pany that they had to consult the 
stockholders 
before 
making 
any 


change in the price of the article they 
manufactured. Such a benevolent ex- 
tension of authority would, of course, 
lead to early panic and bankruptcy. 


For things sometimes happen fast- 


both in private and public business. 
And the organization oC our Amer- 
ican government is nicely balanced to 
allow certain discretionary authority 
to the peoples' representatives, while 
the people retain the rest of it.

Mr. Nybcrg will answer my criti- 


cism, no doubt, by asking me a ques- 
tion, "Do you know what kind of 
men most of the representatives arc?" 


I don't have Mr. Ncybcrg's intimate 


acquaintance with them, of course— 
but good or bad, the representatives 
arc the people's choice. 


We elect them every two years. We 


are approaching just such an elec- 
tion now. This is the lime to remedy 
mistakes—not by butchering up our 
form of government that, when 
we 


.started with it, was icgardcd as the 
greatest in the world. 


Mr. Nyberg may know his represen- 


tatives—but I know this:

Maj. R.B, Stanford Home From 


Rebuilding of l^icaragua Mine 


Lamous LaLuz Gold Mine Once Destroyed by Sandino 


Rebels—Hope Engineer Directs Its Restoration 


Major R. B. Stanford, well known engineer returned to his homo in tliis 


city Tuesday after a six months' stay in Central America. He was employed 
as consulting engineer by the famous LaLuz gold mine in the mountains of 
Nicaragua to .supervise the work of rebuilding the mill and reduction 
plant and to open the mine workings.. The mill went into operation again 
about the middle of May, crushing about; 150 tons of rich gold ore per day. 
The Major remained until late in June checking operations. 


Tliis property WBS formerly com-® 


pletcly equipped with a large mill, 
cyanide plant, machine shops, sawmill, 
offices hospital, store, warehouse, staff 
quarters houses for several hundred 
employes—a complete plant which had 
been years in the 
building, 
all 


brought to the mine by the most 
costly and tedious form of slow trans- 
portation in small boats) paddled by 
Indians. The cost was probably about 
$750,000. The property was and still 
is owned by the Fletcher family of 
Pennsylvania. 


Destroyed by Rebels 


Some years ago during the Sandino 


revolution in Micaragua a group of 
Sandino troops captured the LaLuz 
mine and destroyed the entire layout, 
burning the buildings, breaking up the 
machinery. They found some 30 cases 
of dynamite in the powder magazine. 
This they placed in the large mill 
building and when that was touched 
off, a three-quarter 
million dollar 


plant was blown off the map. Follow- 
ing this they destroyed a dam not far 
above the mill so that the mill wreck- 
age was buried under mud and debris 
several feet deep. 


After the departure- of -the- armed 


forces, the wreckage was systematical- 
ly looted of everything loose that was 
ot any value, such as pipe lines, 
valves, sheet iroU 
roofing, 
water.

asked him rather bluntly what his 
people were thinking politically. 


Poles Favor F. R. 


"E am an independent Republican 


myself" he answered quite frankly, 
"but 
the 
majority of the Polish- 


American people are for Roosevelt." 


He resitated a half minute when I 


asked him if he woud 
attempt 
to 


name an approximate per cent. Then 
he answered thoughtfully: "I would 
say at least 65 per cent are for Roose- 
velt.' You see we are mostly poor 
people. In making my annual visits, 
I find that in most homes there are 
pictures of Roosevelt—and the poorer 
the home, the larger the picture." 


When I asked if I might quote him. 


he readily assented, and added that 
he wall certain that his calculation 
would hold for all the Polish groups 
throughout the country. 


From another1 well-informed and 


strictly nn-partisan. observer, I receiv- 
ed the following analysis: "In l'J32 
Roosevelt carried the city of Buffalo 
by 4000, but Hoover carried Erie coun- 
ty by some 10,000. It was the first 
time that a Democratic presidential 
candidate ever carried Buffalo—ex- 
cept only when Cleveland, a Buffalo 
man, won the city in 1892. 


"In '33 the city elected a Democratic 


mayor, but last year the county voted 
Republican by 47,000. The turnabout 
can be traced largely to mtcrmil dis- 
sensions of the local Democratic par- 
ty, and dissatisfaction with the may- 
or. 


"But despite the recent local Re- 


publican landslide, Roosevelt lias a 
50-50 chance of carrying the city. You 
can take it as a. fact that the big ma- 
jority of the laboring classes will be 
for him."

All through history it has been the 


fate of the German Jew to be a scape- 
goat for the sins and failures of his 
rulers. Prom the break-up of the Ro- 
man empire to the reign of Hitler, it 
has been the German custom to blame 
the; Jews when anything went wrgng. 
AS a iresult, almost every generation 
has experienced at least one bloody 
persecution. 


This is brought out in Marvin Low- 


enthal's interesting new book. "The 
Jaws of Germany" (Longmans-Green:

Always, he points out, the Jews were 


an oppressed people in Germany; and

prices highland wages low—always, 
over and over again, the lords of th- 
land would blame it on the Jews and 
horrible pogroms would follow. 


Hitler has simply copied one of the

Crisis Brought On by Re- 


cent Growing Tension 


Between 2 Nations 


SHANGHAI.— (/P) —American ob- 


servers said Sunday night they feared 
an open Sino-Japanese rupture which 
might break inlo war as Ihc result of 
growing tension between the two na- 
tions over recent events in North and 
South China. 


American commentalors expressed 


Ihe opinion that China and Japan were 
almost at the breaking point following 
the smuggling scandal in North China 
—for which the Chinese have blamed 
Japan—which was climaxed when Chi- 
nese customs cruisers fired on two 
Japanese boats. 


"Never was the situation in China 


more explosive or potent of evil pos- 
sibilities," said an American military 
observer. "Sino-Japancsc relations are 
so tense that a serious incident might 
possibly cause Japan to declare hos- 
tilities. 


"If war can be averted, Generalis- 


simo Chiang Kai-Shek f.idctntor of the 
Central Chinese government at Nan- 
king) will be as great a statesman 
and peacemaker as he is a politician 
and soldier." 


Japanese officials characterized Ihc 


aclion of Chinese customs boats in 
firing on Japanese cruisers in Norlh 
China waters as "an affront to Ja- 
pan's dignity and honor which cannot 
be disregarded." 


The tension was aggravated further 


when Japanese military officers at 
Fengtai, near Peiping, declared Chi- 
nese had imprisoned a Japanese offic- 
er who was investigating the reported 
Japanese seizure of four Chinese army 
horses. Japanese officers said his al- 
leged detention was an insult to Japan 
for which Japan demands an apology. 


Other events which, American ob- 


servers said, have embittered rela- 
tions between the two countries arc 
Japan's continued augmentation of 
troops in North China, her apparent 
attempts to dismember Chica by de- 
taching the provinces of Hopci, Cha- 
har, Suiyuan, Shantung, Fukien and 
others from China and Japan's repeat- 
ed encroachments in Inner Mongolia.
